Student  Council 


Along  with  the  new  building  came  a  new 
type  of  Student  Council,  one  that  had  the  authori¬ 
ty,  the  representation,  and  the  facilities  to  wield 
more  influence  over  C.L.H.S.  students  than  any 
of  its  predecessors. 

For  the  first  time,  the  officers  of  the  Council, 
after  campaigning,  were  elected  to  their  positions 
by  the  student  body.  For  the  first  time,  the  presi¬ 
dent  had  all  four  class  presidents  to  assist  him. 

Among  its  regular  duties  were  serving  as 
the  student  governing  body,  sponsoring  all  as¬
